A democratic paper in St. Louie, the 
Republic, is engaged rn making some at • 
tacks on Mr. Blaine, remarking that his 
“political affiliation” with advocates of 
wholesale murder “ has not tended to 
strengthen the administration r.-ith the 
American people who have not yet been 
convinced that assassination is politics.’’ 
It may be hate that caused the Bt. 
Louis Republic to make this remark, 
although it is charitable to e appose that 
it was ignorance. 
If the Republic, or 
any other democratic paper, wants a brie* 
history cf Alexander Sullivan’s political 
career, it is is referred to the New York 
Herald, which should be considered as 
good democratic authority. That his­ 
tory, briefly stated, is this: 
ab early es 1884 Sullivan saw that 
there was a strong Irish opposition to the 
iominaticn of Cleveland. 
He deter­ 
rer ped to utilize it for his own benefit 
ara sent ont a private cell for a number 
ct well known Irishmen to meet in Chi­ 
cago at the terne time the national dem­ 
ocratic convention did. They came,and 
one evening Judge Prendergrtst, then a 
friend of Sullivan, invited some of them 
to a meeting in Sullivan’s office. 
The 
judge made the following startling an­ 
nouncement: 
That he had been in 
communication with John Kelley, of 
New York, Thomas F. Grady with a 
view to allaying the Irish opposition to 
Cleveland and effecting a compromise 
The proposition was tbit: 
That if the democratic ccnvention 
would nominate Alexander Sullivan a 
candidate for the vice presidency of the 
United States the Irish would forego 
their opposition to Cleveland, and this 
would guarantee that the Cleveland ad­ 
ministration would not be pro-English 
or anti-Irish. 
Of course this proposition fell like a 
weft blanket on the meeting, so the Her­ 
ald says, and one objection to Sullivan 
was that be was born in Canada, although 
Sullivan claimed in the meeting that be 
was born in Maine. He afterwards be­ 
came a “ leader” of tne anti-Cleveland 
Irish-Amenoan and he worked it fine 
on the national republican committee. 
He succeeded in gobbling up some $50,- 
000; and the Herald 
adds that he 
aet 
to 
work 
in 
writing 
let­ 
ters to local committees 
asking them 
to demand that Sullivan be sent to them 
as a speaker. 
Many speeches never de­ 
livered by him were published es if they 
bad been delivered, so that bis glory 
might be enhanced. 
It is needless to remark that after the 
campaign of 1884, Alexander Sullivan 
followed no more after the republicans. 


CI VI L SERVIC E EXAM INATIONS 
Several weeks ago a great many news­ 
papers printed the statement that Mr. 
Theodore Roosevelt, of the oivil service 
commission, said he oould not himself 
pass the civil service examinations. This 
statement was founded on the alleged 
^policy of the old civil service commis­ 
sion to hurl at applicants a lot of catch 
questions, which, as a rule, oould be an­ 
swered only by young men fresh from 
college. 
During the recent visit of the 
commission to Milwaukee, Mr. Roose­ 
velt took occasion to write a note to the 
editor of the Sentinel, in which he says 
that the assertion ha made the statement 
xb a falsehood, pure and simple. He 
further says: 
I am glad to have a chance to say as 
emphatically as possible that our exam­ 
inations are already of a practical charac­ 
ter, and that we aim to make them more 
so day by day. The people who speak 
about their. seventy aud their scholastic 
or pedagogic character either err from 
ignorance, or else make malicious mis­ 
statements. 
We prepare or have pre­ 
pared thousands of questions; it is of 
course inevitable that there should oc­ 
casionally be one that it would be wiser 
to leave unasked; but as a whole they 
are perfectly fair tests, either of the can­ 
didated special fitness for his work or 
else of his general good sense and intel­ 
ligence. I challenge any one to produce 
a series of papers (aot aa isolated ques­ 
tion)/^ whioh these statements are not 
true. 
All persons interested in a practical civil 
service law, with examinations that aim to 
test a young man’s good sense, character, 
and intelligence, will give the commission 
their hearty support. There w&9 a time 
when the examinations were very faulty.

Chicago, June 22.—An important wit­ 
ness in tho Cronin case has turnod up. Ho 
is George E. Brooks, a news agent running 
on one of tho railroads coming in at the 
union depot. 
His story is to the effect that the night 
of May 4 ho was driving in Lake View 
with his sweetheart, and that happening 
along Ashland avenue he saw threo men 
loading the trunk into the wagon at the 
Carlson cottage, and that about half an 
hour later he saw the same men dumping 
the contents of the trunk into the catch- 
Lasin in which tho body of Dr. Cronin was 
found. 
He also says that he saw the men dis­ 
tinctly, and that he will bo ab|e to identify 
them; and that his female companion also 
saw them, and that she, too, will be able 
to identify them. 
He is ready to produce 
the young woman as soon as tho authori­ 
ties want her. 
Brooks’ explanation of his failure to tell 
his story before 13 that he was afraid of 
losing his life, as he believed the men con­ 
cerned in tho murder were so desperate 
they would kill any one who they thought 
might turn up as a witness against them. 
He said the knowledge ho possessed had so 
weighed on his mind ho could not keep it 
to himself any longer, and believing it 
was a duty ho owed himself and the com­ 
munity he had at last decided to tell all 
he had seen. 
Ho first stipulated that he 
be given protection. 
This was promised 
him. 
His story was partially told at the 
Desplaiues street station. 
Its importance 
was appreciated at once and tho man was 
sent to Chief Hubbard, to whom he 
described the threo men whom he saw, 
and his descript on of one is said to fit 
Burke, tho Winnipeg prisoner. 
Brooks is a small man and not over 23 
years old. 
He is intelligent looking and 
tells his story in a way to make people be­ 
lieve it.

But 
it won’t do for them to loee their tem_ 
pere to r say foolish things of ibe per­ 
sona who voted against the proposed 
amendment. 
The time has fully come when it be­ 
comes necessary for the temperance peo­ 
ple of the oonntry to stop and thought­ 
fully consider whither the present policy 
of dealing with the liquor traffic is tend­ 
ing. There is no question that the third 
party movement is a hopeless one, and 
will be for years to om e. There is a 
sentiment against the prohibition move­ 
ment as at present conducted, and that 
sentiment is increasing.

Various expedients were resorted 
to, bat it woald more than likely be an 
in incomplete monument if the ladies of 
Boston, in one of their sewing circles, 
bad not come to the rescne. Tbey con­ 
ceived the idea of a great fair to be held 
in Quincy ball, Boston, being Septem­ 
ber 5th, 1840, and women all over the 
United States were invited to contribute 
of their handiwork. It continued for 
ten days and netted $30,035.50. This 
earn, with $20,000 contributed by two 
patriotic gentlemen, was increased to 
$55,050. and the work was completed 
July 23,1842.” It is very probable that 
had it not been for the women Banker 
Hill monument would have remained in 
an unfinished condition many years 
longer than it did.

PROGRESS OF TELEGRAPHY. 


W h a t H a s B e e n A c co m p lish e d in F o rty - 
F iv e Y ears. 
It is forty-five 
years 
this 
month 
of May, since Professor Morse from the 
room of the United States Supreme Court 
in Washington flashed over his experi 
mental wire to Baltimore the 
message, 
“ What hath God wrought,” and received 
back a reply almost inst&ntacously. 
The progress in the art of telegraphy 
since that eventful hour has been marvel­ 
ous. 
The rude telegraphic apparatus 
that startled the world on May 24, 1S44, 
is now enclosed in a glass case, 
aud 
placed at the entrance to tho receiving 
room in the main office of tho Western 
U nion T elegraph B uilding In N ew Y ork 
City. 
Fow of the throng of people who 
daily pass by it cast even a single glance 
at the old wooden lover, or realize 
the 
important part it has 
played in the 
world’s history. 
Yet it might be termed 
the father of that vast system of copper 
and iron wire that all but encircles the 
globe in its net-work, and has revolution­ 
ized business methods and annihilated 
space. 
Within the memory of many people of 
this generation, tho news from the far 
islands of the Pacific, from the coffee 
plantations of Java, the rice fields of 
India, and tho tea gardens of China and 
Japan, 
brought to America in sailing 
ships, was months old when it reached 
here, and consequently almost valueless. 
Now the broker or merchant of New 
York or Boston, when he goes to his 
office in the morning after breakfast, 
may find lying on his desk a message 
informing him of the 
condition of the 
crops 
in 
the 
preceding 
twenty-four 
hours in Java, India, China'and Japan, 
Pear’n Soap

day before in Australia or New Zealand. 
The growth of telegraphy 
is best 
illustrated by a glance at 
its 
develop­ 
ment in New York City. 
Every day 
from tho main building of the Western 
Union at Day Street and Broadway, there 
arc sent out, to four quarters of the 
world, 
an average of three 
million 
words, while as many more are received. 
Not less than two thousand operators aro 
employed by this company, of whom 
more than one-half work in the main 
office, and the rest 
are scattered about 
the city in branch offices. 
Of the enormous total of words re 
ceived aud sent out from this great office, 
very nearly one-half is 
“copy” for the 
press. 
There are more operators 
now 
employed in handling press work, than 
fifteen years ago were employed in 
all 
telegraphic work in the city combined. 
Wonderful as has been the develop­ 
ment of the laud lines, the progress ol 
ocean telegraphy has been more 
so. 
It was only as late as 1866, a/ter several 
ineffectual efforts and years of discourag 
log exertion, that Cyrus W. Field laid 
successful ocean cable in the bcd of the 
North Atlantic. 
The latest great step in the conquering 
march of tho electric giant was taken 
year ago in the successful completion of 
the Trans Andine Telegraph, establishing 
communication between Buenos 
Ayres 
and Valparaiso, and thus putting two great 
cities of South America within a few 
minutes’ communication with London 
The wires of this latest of the trans 
contincntial lines arc strung upon iron 
poles, and for forty miles are 
buried 
under the perpetual snows of the Andes. 


Between tho two great achievement 
mentioned in the last two paragraphs 
such vast development has taken place, 
that the brain whirls in contemplating 
it 
No less than eleven ocean cables now 
stretch across tho North Atlantic, and 
they arc insufficient for the ever-growing 
business between the Old and New 
World. 
England is the heart of tho submarine 
electric system. 
Numerous lines cross­ 
ing under the stormy waters of the 
North Sea and tho Bay of Biscay con­ 
nect Great Britain with all tho countries 
of Europe, and the islands of the Chan­ 
nel. 
They tap the continent at Chris­ 
tiana, Emden, Havre, Bilboa, Vigo and 
elsewhere. 
But the giant of them all is the great 
Indo-European system, which spreads ail 
all over the Antipodes, and consists 
of 
more than thirty-seven thousand miles of 
submarine cable, 
ami 
four thousand 
miles of land wires. 
This 
vast system 
reaches from London to Auckland, New 
Zealand. 
It is a great web, one strand 
of which 
almost encircles the 
dark 
continent of Africa.

News reaohed us last evening that 
lady living in the fourth ward was dan­ 
gerously ill. 
When it web known that 
nothing but old age ccerned to be tbe 
complaint, inquiry was made as to tbe 
probable age of the lady in question. 
A'west Milwaukee street gentleman 
who resides in the neighborhood of the 
old lady said that it had oeen told bim 
by good authority that the lady was 103 
years of age. “She is the oldest lady in 
the city without a doubt,” said tbe gen­ 
tleman . 
Not many in tbe city are aware that 
there is a person living right in our 
midst who has seen the summers and 
winters of more than a century. 
It is 
remarkable that a person should live t0 
that age at this period when the average 
years of man hardly reach one score and 
ten. ‘T have not seen this lady for some 
weeks, in faot I have never seen ber but 
a very few times as she has been pretty 
much confined to tbe bouee since I have 
resided in 
that neighborhood. 
He* 
name is Kate Fallen. 
She has one 
daughter, the wife of John Birmingham, 
who is in the employ of Mr. Hiram Mer­ 
rill, of this city.” Mrs. Fallen lived alone 
for many years in a small house nesr 
what is lo w the fourth watd park. 
About twelve sears since she became 90 
feeble that she was not able to take care 
of herself and so gave up house keeping 
and tince then has been in the care of her 
son-in-law, where she now lives. 
A representative of tbe Gazette called 
on Mr. Birmingham, who was at his work 
on East Milwaukee street last evening* 
to inquire whether there had not been a 
mistake made in giving the age of bi8 
mother. 
"Yes,” eaid he, “the old lady is livin 
at my house.” 
“Is her name Kate Fallen, and is she 
a hundred years old?” 
“Yes, sir,” said Mr. Birmingham. “ You 
have got the name right, it is Cathe­ 
rine Fallen. 
I can’t tell jeu any more,

J don’t want tbe old lady adver­ 
tised ; she has been with me now these 
ten j eire, and nobody has inquired about 
her, nobody bat me and my wife has 
oared whether she lived or died. No, sir 
I am able to care for the poor old mother 
as long as she livep, and I tell you we'll 
miss her when she's gone.” 
“How long has Mrs. Fallen resided in 
the city ?'* 
“I can’t tell, exactly, bat it is well on 
to thirty-five years. She came here not 
far from the Ms) bury banging, probably 
a few years before.” 
“ Have you any means of knowing ber 
exact age ?” 
‘ Yes, sir. I can prove she is one hun­ 
dred and two years old,and I think a 
number of years older than that.” 
“H as abe always enjoyed good health?' 
“She has never known a sick day in 
her life until about two weeks ago when 
she took ber bed and tbe poor woman 
can never get up again. She is not sick 
now, only dying of old age. It won’t be 
any doctor that we can blame for ber 
death, for cho never 
bad a doctor 
in ber life. Nobody oared anything 
about ber, sir. when she was well but me. 
and what’s tbe ase of their knowing any­ 
thing about it now that she is most 
dead.” 
“ It will be very interesting for the 
people to know that we have a lady of 
that age living in tbe city.” 
“Did Mrs. Fallen come directly to 
Janesville when she arrived 
in this 
country ?” 
“ Yes, sir; Ireland is her native country* 
and 
sh6 came right 
to Janesville, 
after staying a few days ic New York 
Her husband died in tho old country and 
she and the children had to fight their 
battle alone. She was always a kind 
hearted lady, and she has been a good 
mother to me since I married nor daught 
er. She has other children living iu 
different states. 
“About a year ago the old lady entirely 
lost her eyesight, and sinoe that time has 
been mostly confined to tbe bouse 
woald be pleased to care for her another 
hundred years it she could lire that 
long.” At this point Mr. Birmingham 
woald sty no more. 
He was deeply af­ 
fected at tho condition of bis mother 
who in all probability can not live many 
days.

The commencement which has jus| 
been beld at Ibe State University was 
notable for the large showing of results 
not only but for tbe prospective exten­ 
sions and new features which were de­ 
termined upon by tbe authorities. Tbe 
graduating class numbered 162 which is 
at least 30 mere than ever graduated 
from the University in any year before. 
Besides quite a number of minor ac­ 
tions taken by the authorities, some of 
whioh are of considerable consequence, 
there were four new lines of development 
determined upon whioh have much im­ 
portance. One of these consists of the 
establishment of three new oourees.in 
the Col'ege of Mechanics and Engineer­ 
ing, one rin railway engineering, one in 
railway mechanics, and one in electrical 
engineering. These courses, as sketched 
out, are very thoroughgoing and com­ 
prehensive, and they will be carried into 
actual execution as fast as may be found 
practicable. 
Another very important movement id 
the 
reorganization, extension 
and 
strengthening of the college of law. 
It 
was felt that the time had come when it 
was neceesary to employ the entire ser­ 
vices of an experienced lawyer thor­ 
oughly 
equipped in 
legal 
learning 
as 
dean 
of 
the 
college; 
and 
also 
that 
the 
one-year 
coarse 
should be abandoned and a full strong 
two years couse be maintained with tho 
expectation that an additional year, in 
the form of a pest graduate course, will 
be added at an early day. General E. E 
Bryant was chosen deaD, and Judge I. 
C. Sloan, Judge J. B. Cassoday, Judge 
J . H. Carpenter, Hon. Burr W. Jones 
and Col. W. F . Vilas were elected pro­ 
fessors, thereby giving to the school a 
staff of instructors of unusual ability and 
high standing. The special lectures will 
be continued by distinguished legal gen­ 
tlemen from different parts of tbe state, 
and this feature of the school will be 
externalized and rendered mere effect­ 
ive. 
It was decided to offer to local me­ 
chanics or artisan J associations or other 
organizations that are trymg to educate 
the people in any industry, or in the 
line of general culture, such aids as the 
members of the faculty of the university 
can render, consistent with their duties, 
without charge beyond necessary ex­ 
penses. It will be the polioy of the 
university to encourage and aid popular 
education so far as lies in its power. 
It 
is tbe view of the president that the uni­ 
versity shall become aa large as possible 
tbe center and.soul of educational in­ 
fluences id the state, and that tbe work 
of the institution should not bo confined 
to the students that come ta it, but be 
extended as widely as practicable. 
Plans for beating Ladies’ Hail by 
steam and for rendering it as secure as 
practicable against dangerous fires, were 
considered aud will be at onoe put luto 
execution. Dr. Alma Frisby, of Mil­ 
waukee, a graduate of tbe university and 
a thoroughly educated physician, was 
chosen Preceptress and Professjr of 
Hygiene and Sanitation. She will have 
obafge of Ladies’ Hall and will give es­ 
pecial attention 
to 
th6 
health 
of 
the 
ladies 
domiciled 
there 
not 
only but to instruction in the principles 
of health in the university generally. 
The subject of hygiene and sanitation is 
a greatly neglected one in our institutions 
of learning, and it is believed that this 
provision on tbe part of the university 
will prove a very important one and will 
commend

Certainly 
parents 
will 
be pleased to know that their daughter 
who entered Ladies’ hall, will be under 
the immediate care of a thorough and 
competent physician.

and the efficiency and economy of the 
work of the institution has been greatly 
increased.
